Many thanks to all who submitted an identification for last month's mystery plant! 
Christine Armer, Jennifer Barker, and Luan Pinson all correctly identified it as Aphyllon 
corymobosum (Orobanche corymbosum), commonly known as flat-topped broomrape. 
According to Flora of the Pacific Northwest, 2nd Edition, the genus Aphyllon is 
comprised of holoparasitic herbaceous annuals lacking chlorophyll. A. corymobosum 
mainly parasitizes Artemisia tridentata.

Zoom Program: Dead Wood & Healthy Habitats 
Speaker: Dr. Pepper Trail and Lance Wyss 


Dead wood - dead standing trees or snags, downed wood in streams and on land, 
decaying wood with cavities - is important for wildlife habitat and vegetation 
communities. This joint program of the Siskiyou Chapter NPSO and Rogue Valley Audubon 
Society will feature two expert speakers. Dr. Pepper Trail, naturalist and ornithologist, 
will discuss cavity-nesting birds and other wildlife. Eighty-five bird species nest in 
cavities in North America, including Wood Duck, Western Screech-Owl, and White- 
breasted Nuthatch, as well as all woodpecker species. Many of these species are 
declining, such as American Kestrel and Mountain Bluebird, due to the lack of suitable 
habitat, especially the loss of snags. Snags are also essential to many mammal species, 
including fishers, flying squirrels and silver-haired bats. 


Lance Wyss, restoration biologist for the Rogue River Watershed Council, will discuss 
downed large and small wood - the biological legacy guiding stream processes. Have you 
ever pondered what legacy you will leave behind in your life? Trees that grow along 
streams and rivers leave a lasting and influential effect on physical and biological 
attributes of a riverine ecosystem. Whether a living or dead tree falls naturally into a 
creek, or is placed during active stream restoration, it continues to play a key role in the 
ecosystem.

Well-known local naturalist Pepper Trail has recently retired after more than 20 years as 
the ornithologist for the National Fish and Wildlife Forensic Lab in Ashland. He is the 
long-time conservation co-chair of the Rogue Valley Audubon Society and has been a 
leader in many regional conservation efforts, from the creation of the Cascade-Siskiyou 
National Monument to searches for the critically endangered Franklin’s bumble bee. 


Lance Wyss is the Restoration Biologist for Rogue River Watershed Council. He works with 
private landowners and public natural resources managers to design, implement, and 
monitor ecological restoration projects that include riparian rehabilitation and instream 
enhancement to improve stream processes, water quality, and plant and animal habitats.

President: 


Dan Luoma (Corvallis) has been a member of NPSO since about 1980. He has previously 
served as State President, Vice-President, and Director-at-Large. His academic training is 
in ecological plant geography. Dan is a retired professor, having specialized in forest 
mycology with the Department of Forest Ecosystems and Society at Oregon State 
University. Dan has taught mycology at Oregon State University and a course on forest 
mycology through the Siskiyou Field Institute and Southern Oregon University. He 
continues to pursue research on the diversity of truffles and mushrooms in the forests of 
the Pacific Northwest. He was a charter member and second president of the Corvallis 


Chapter and is currently chapter Treasurer. 


Vice-President: 


Dave Garcia, PhD (Siskiyou) was a co-founder and the first president of the Siskiyou 
Chapter (the first chapter outside Portland). He has worked on sensitive plant projects as 
a seasonal employee for the Forest Service and the Bureau of Land Management. He has 
also worked as an independent contractor doing sensitive plant surveys for the Rogue and 
Siskiyou National Forests. He is a past President of the Siskiyou Chapter. Dave has been 
active with the annual Irene Hollenbeck Memorial Wildflower Show (which he helped 
start about 40 years ago). The show is held in Ashland’s Lithia Park each year on the 4th 
of July. Dave is a grandfather, a retired high school biology teacher, and a life-long

Gail Baker (Emerald) has been active in NPSO since 1982, holding positions as Emerald 


Chapter President and Vice President, Director on the State Board, NPSO state-wide Vice 
President, assisting with annual meetings hosted by Emerald Chapter, contributing 
articles to NPSO Bulletin about destinations for wildflowers and botanical art, anda 
listing of wildflower festivals around Oregon. Gail currently coordinates Emerald Chapter 
speakers’ program, works with sister organizations to co-sponsor speakers, serves on the 
Friends of Buford Park Stewardship Committee assisting with habitat restoration, and 
leads field trips for Mt Pisgah Arboretum. She served on the Oregon Flora Project 
Advisory Committee and initiated Wildflower Month in Eugene coordinating wildflower 
art exhibits, walks and programs leading up to the annual Mt Pisgah Arboretum 


Wildflower Festival. 


After a long career in plant ecology research in California, she taught plant science 
courses at Lane Community College. Leading student field trips for plant ecology and 
botany classes and establishing the Native Plant Landscaping Project surrounding the 
Science and Math Building were some of the highlights. Gail loves to be outside exploring 
landscapes and the interactions between plants and animals they contain. Travel takes 
her and her family to biologically interesting regions where they immerse themselves in 
local environments and make connections between people, plants, and food while trying 


to visit every farmer’s market. 


David Dalton (High Desert) was born and raised in North Carolina. He earned a BS in 
botany from Duke University after which he skedaddled to Oregon to attend grad school 
at Oregon State University where he obtained a MS and PhD in botany. Besides the 
opportunity to study at Oregon State University he was drawn to Oregon because of its 
natural beauty especially the mountains, forests, and rivers. He is a passionate skier and 
whitewater water enthusiast. He has climbed most of the Cascade volcanoes from Baker 


to Shasta. He enjoys hiking with his two golden retrievers. 


After grad school, he accepted a faculty position with Reed College in Portland where he 
taught courses such as Intro Biology, Plant Physiology, Plant Communities of the Pacific 
Northwest, and The Biological Legacy of Lewis and Clark for 32 years. While at Reed, he 
established a vigorous research program that often involved aspects of plant ecology and 
nitrogen fixation. He racked up over $1.3 million dollars of grant money (mostly National 
Science Foundation) and published extensively in journals such as American Journal of 
Botany, Proceedings of the National Academy of Science, Plant Physiology, Physiologia 
Plantarum, FEMS Microbiology, Ecology, New Phytologist, and others. He is the author of a 
popular book entitled The Natural World of Lewis and Clark. 


He retired from Reed in 2020 and moved to his dream home in central Oregon on the 
banks of the Deschutes River. He is a member of NPSO’s Field Research Grants Committee 
and is eager to get more involved in NPSO activities that can benefit from his botanical 


knowledge. 


Stephen Meyers (Corvallis) grew up and spent his early adulthood in New York. He 


relocated to Oregon in 2001, thereafter receiving his MS in Genetics (2005) and PhD in 
Botany (2010) at Oregon State University. He is currently the taxonomic director of 
OregonFlora (aka the Oregon Flora Project), a position he has held since 2010. Stephen 


has long-held interests in rare plant research and political activism.

Congratulations to Ken Chambers, Dayne Galash, and Leslie Olson, who all identified last 
month's mystery plant as Lewisia rediviva, commonly known as bitterroot. According to 
Flora of the Pacific Northwest, Second Edition, bitterroot is found in “gravelly to heavy, 
mostly dry soil in sagebrush plains to lower mountains.” The fleshy basal leaves shown in 
the picture are often withered and dry when the flower blooms in late spring/early 
summer.

Book Notes: Stories of Three Naturalists in the 
Pacific Northwest in the Ninteenth, 
Twentieth, and Twenty-first Centuries

three books about botanists/naturalists/ecologists that impressed me so much that | 
want to share them with NPSO members. | am inspired by these three scientists, whose 
whole lives were dedicated to learning and sharing as much as they could about the 
plants and ecosystems of the Pacific Northwest over the last two hundred years. One of 
them is a famous botanist and the other two are women whose names you may not 
recognize but are just as noteworthy for their contributions to science and understanding 
the natural world.

JACK NISBET 


The first book, published in 2012, is David Douglas: A Naturalist at Work. An Ilustrated 
Exploration Across Two Centuries in the Pacific Northwest, researched and compiled by 
Jack Nisbet. In this collection of first-person accounts and illustrations, Nisbet gives the 
reader the historical background to comprehend why David Douglas’ journeys to the 
Northern Territories were so remarkable and crucial to understanding the native flora 
and fauna in comparison to other maritime parts of the world. Many of the plants that 
Douglas found and sent to the Royal Horticultural Society for propagation remain 
favorites of horticulturists today. | highly recommend both of Nisbet’s books written in 


homage to David Douglas (this one and The Collector). 


The second book, published in 1999, is Not Just Trees, The Legacy of a Douglas-Fir Forest 
by Jane Claire Dirks-Edmunds. Her memoir is organically connected to David Douglas’s 
legacy. Unlike A Naturalist at Work, which crosses two oceans, a continent, and most of 
the Pacific Northwest in one decade, Not Just Trees is mostly written about a single 
forest peak, Saddleback Mountain in the Oregon Coast Range, and spans over six 
decades. The historical context of the author, Dirks-Edmonds, is also extremely relevant: 
the early part of the 20th century, a time when ecology was a budding field, and women 
could be lab assistants, but hardly professors, PhDs, or scientists. In her chronology of 
both place and time, Dirks-Edmunds takes the reader on an intimate examination of a 


whole forest in situ, not just the trees, through the fullness of a mature, interwoven 


community of organisms, to death and destruction by logging and fire, then to 
restoration and potential for rebirth. Thus, Dirks-Edmunds takes us on a journey of a 


lifetime, both hers and the forests.

SUZANNE SIMARD 


The third book, published in 2021, is Finding the Mother Tree: Discovering the Wisdom of 
the Forest, an autobiography of forest ecologist Suzanne Simard. She is another woman 
who had to fight for her position as a biologist in the masculine world of science and 
forestry. She grew up in the forests of British Columbia in a family of loggers, Simard 
learned to walk the narrow line between protection and forestry for production. 
Originally hired by the Canadian Forest Service to diagnose why the replanted Douglas-fir 
and pine trees were not thriving, Simard discovers a whole world of earthly familial 
connections both above and below ground. Her painstaking empirical experiments will 
amaze you, as well as what she discovers about the web of life in a forest and at home. 
Simard has opened a new frontier in forest ecology that is worthy of recognition. —Lecia

The Plant Materials Program at the Institute for Applied Ecology works with partners 
throughout the Pacific Northwest and beyond to improve the availability of plant 
materials, primarily seeds, for restoration and management of native habitats and 
species. The Program forms partnerships, including formal partnerships such as the 
Willamette Valley Native Plant Partnership and Coastal Native Seed Partnership, with a 
wide variety of organizations to improve seed markets and stabilize the supply of and 
demand for native seeds. To enhance the species and genetic diversity of plants available 
for habitat restoration, we collect seed from the wild and increase it through carefully 
managed, source-identified agricultural production.

Zoom Program: The Effects of Wildfire on Plant-pollinator Communities 
Presenter: Lauren Ponisio 


While pollinator population and community restoration is fairly well studied in 
agricultural systems, relatively little is known about maintaining community richness and 
health in natural habitat. Conserving these populations is critical to sustaining wild plant 
and animal populations reliant on pollination, but also as a possible source of pollinators 
for agriculture. In particular, forests are increasingly recognized as important habitats for 
pollinators including bees, but we have limited knowledge of the forest management 
practices that promote species-rich and healthy communities. Filling this knowledge gap 
is especially critical given ongoing wildfire regimes changes in forests in the Western 
U.S., which are changing the habitat available to support pollinators. This talk will 
review our current understanding of the effects of fire on plant-pollinator communities 
and ongoing projects in the lab aimed at understanding post-fire community assembly 
and health.

Dan Luoma (Corvallis) has been a member of NPSO since about 1980. He has previously 


served as State President, Vice-President, and Director-at-Large. His academic training is 
in ecological plant geography. Dan is a retired professor, having specialized in forest 
mycology with the Department of Forest Ecosystems and Society at Oregon State 
University. Dan has taught mycology at Oregon State University and a course on forest 
mycology through the Siskiyou Field Institute and Southern Oregon University. He 
continues to pursue research on the diversity of truffles and mushrooms in the forests of 
the Pacific Northwest. He was a charter member and second president of the Corvallis 


Chapter and is currently chapter Treasurer. 


Vice-President: 


Dave Garcia, PhD (Siskiyou) was a co-founder and the first president of the Siskiyou 
Chapter (the first chapter outside Portland).

David Dalton (High Desert) was born and raised in North Carolina. He earned a BS in 
botany from Duke University, after which he skedaddled to Oregon to attend graduate 
school at Oregon State University where he obtained an MS and PhD in botany. Besides 
the opportunity to study at Oregon State University, he was drawn to Oregon because of 
its natural beauty, especially the mountains, forests, and rivers. He is a passionate skier 
and whitewater enthusiast. He has climbed most of the Cascade volcanoes from Baker to 


Shasta. He enjoys hiking with his two golden retrievers. 


After graduate school, he accepted a faculty position with Reed College in Portland 
where he taught courses such as Intro Biology, Plant Physiology, Plant Communities of the 
Pacific Northwest, and The Biological Legacy of Lewis and Clark for 32 years. While at 
Reed, he established a vigorous research program that often involved aspects of plant 
ecology and nitrogen fixation. He racked up over $1.3 million dollars of grant money 
(mostly National Science Foundation) and published extensively in journals such as 
American Journal of Botany, Proceedings of the National Academy of Science, Plant 
Physiology, Physiologia Plantarum, FEMS Microbiology, Ecology, New Phytologist, and 
others. He is the author of a popular book entitled The Natural World of Lewis and Clark. 


He retired from Reed in 2020 and moved to his dream home in central Oregon on the 
banks of the Deschutes River. He is a member of NPSO’s Field Research Grants Committee 
and is eager to get more involved in NPSO activities that can benefit from his botanical 


knowledge. 


Stephen Meyers (Corvallis) grew up and spent his early adulthood in New York. He 
relocated to Oregon in 2001, thereafter receiving his MS in Genetics (2005) and PhD in 


Botany (2010) at Oregon State University. He is currently the taxonomic director of 


OregonFlora (aka the Oregon Flora Project), a position he has held since 2010. Stephen

Speakers Announced for the 2022 
Smithsonian Botanical Symposium 


From Plant Press, Vol. 25, No. 2, April 2022. 
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The Smithsonian’s Department of Botany and the United States Botanic Garden will hold 


the 19th Smithsonian Botanical Symposium, “Life on the Edge: Exceptional Plants in 


Exceptional Places,” on 13 May 2022. 


Plants live in seemingly inhospitable environments that exhibit extremes of light, 
temperature, altitude, drought, and substrate. To survive in the driest deserts, on 
mountaintops, without soil or with toxic soil, numerous adaptations have evolved to 
enable specialized plants such as succulents, epiphytes, and alpines to exploit these 
environments. The 19th Smithsonian Botanical Symposium will explore current research 
on plants in extreme environments, examining their natural history, evolution, and value 
for human survival, in the face of climate change and increasing pollution. Speakers will 
include scientists specializing in conservation, ecology, systematics, and genetics whose 


research explores plant survival in extreme parts of the natural world. 


In addition, the 19t" José Cuatrecasas Medal in Tropical Botany will be awarded at the 
Symposium. This prestigious award is presented annually to an international scholar who 
has contributed significantly to advancing the field of tropical botany. The award is 
named in honor of Dr. José Cuatrecasas, a pioneering botanist who spent many years 
working in the Department of Botany at the Smithsonian and devoted his career to plant 


exploration in tropical South America.

Last month's mystery plant was a popular one! Bruce Waugh, Elaine Stewart, Phil Hays, 
Tanya Harvey, Kathleen Sayce, and Nancy (Betty) Baumeister all correctly identified it as 
Sanicula arctopoides, commonly known as bear's foot sanicle or footsteps of spring. Flora 
of Oregon documents this species on dunes, beaches, and coastal bluffs. It ranges from 
California north to Oregon, Washington, and British Columbia.

The Oregonian newspaper is scheduled to publish an article featuring OregonFlora at the 
end of April 2022. As the reporter Dennis Peck researched the story, he asked me about 
the history of our program. Many present-day NPSO members can agree with me that the 
NPSO was an essential element in the formation of the Oregon Flora Project in 1994. 
Founder Scott Sundberg initially approached the NPSO Board, seeking its input and 
support to create a program to prepare a new flora for Oregon. One of the values Scott 
asserted was that valuable plant knowledge is held 
by people with diverse backgrounds; it is not just 
academics and agency workers that have botanical 
expertise. The membership of the NPSO reflects that 
diversity. NPSO’s partnership with the Oregon Flora 
Project helps to expand members’ understanding of 
plants through conservation, wildflower 
identification, hiking, photography, gardening, and 
more.

NPSO and the Oregon Flora Project/OregonFlora 
historically have—and continue to—work together to : 
meet our organizations’ shared mission: to gather F L Q) R A 
and share information about the plants of our state. 

The passion and dedication to this work is seen 

Our current staff have a combined tenure of 88 years(!); many 
NPSO members active today helped to form the Friends of the Oregon Flora Project 
committee 24 years ago; hundreds of volunteers have contributed species lists, 
photographs, and untold hours of assistance to help create the OregonFlora resources.

Last month's mystery plant revealed: 


Thanks to all who sent an identification for last month's mystery plant. Jill Kellogg and 
Gerald D. Carr correctly identified it as Fillipendula occidentalis, commonly known as 
queen of the forest. According to the OregonFlora website, this rhizomatous perennial is 
endemic to northwestern Oregon and southwestern Washington and is found on high 
elevation coast range peaks and coastal river systems. Kathleen Sayce recalls finding F. 


occidentalis on Onion Peak: "I was walking with a group of ten or so people. | had just run 
through the list of rare species we were looking for, and there it was! Not five minutes 
later we also found a rare dragonfly, whose larvae live in seeps.”

Oregon Mystery Plant 


Last month's mystery plant revealed: 


The June Mystery Plant was a familiar one to many and generated some interesting 
discussion! Ken Chambers, Phil Hays, Bruce Waugh, Daniel Mathews, Frank Callahan, Dave 
Dobak, and Gerald D. Carr all correctly identified it as Cladothamnus 

pyroliflorus (Elliottia pyroliflora), known commonly as copper bush. According to 

the OregonFlora website, this shrub, which is in the family Ericaceae, is found in 
montane coniferous forests in Oregon, Washington, and Alaska. It is relatively rare in 
Oregon, known only from the Coast Range in the northwestern corner of the state. 


Ken Chambers, author of “Floristic Relationships of Onion Peak with Saddle Mountain, 
Clatsop County, Oregon” (Madrono 22: 105-114, 1973), commented that copper bush is 
also found on Onion Peak, the site of our June 2022 Mystery Plant. He pointed out there 
has been an attempt to tie Cladothamnus to the morphologically quite different Eastern 
U.S. genus Elliottia, relying simply on DNA evidence. 


Ken said: “In the treatment of Ericaceae in Flora of Oregon, Volume II, Cladothamnus is 
recognized as a genus distinct from Elliottia and Tripetaleia, but in some other books, 
the three genera are lumped under the oldest name Elliottia. If you lay specimens 

of Cladothamnus and Elliottia side by side, you'd never guess they were related, the 
inflorescences are so different. There is a third member of this generic 

triplet, Tripetaleia, in Eastern Asia, proving that their evolutionary divergence goes back 
at least to the Miocene Epoch, 5+ million years ago." 


Dave Dobak referred to copper bush as a “taxonomic nomad,” citing its various scientific 
names over time and place: Elliottia pyroliflora, Cladothamnus pyroliflorus, 

and Leiophyllum pyroliflorum, as well as its taxonomic relationships to Elliottia and 
Tripetaleia.

As an ecotone that connects western and southern Oregon floras, Fairview Peak has some 
of the most diverse botanizing in the central Cascades, all accessible by car. This trip will 
sample the variety by making a series of stops with short walks along the road on the way 
to the nearly 6,000-foot summit. Only experienced drivers in high clearance vehicles 
(such as a Subaru Forester or similar) in good condition should attempt this rough, steep, 
and occasionally scary one lane road. Due to very limited parking, carpooling will be 
required. 


The rewards for the risk are a beautiful drive up the Brice Creek drainage, a stop in the 
forest on the way up to look for achlorophyllous plants, stunning meadows and rock 
gardens near the top with a flora that includes east side and southern species, and views 
from Mt. Hood to Mt. McLoughlin on a clear day. A plant list is available at 
https//:westerncascades.com. Go to Sites, Lane County, and then Fairview Peak and 
Bohemia Mountain. It is an all-day trip so bring lunch, water, and sunscreen.

This area is a “preserve the best” unit, meaning it has an abundance 
of native dunes plants - adapted to open sand conditions reminiscent of historic dunes 
conditions before the planting and expansion of European beachgrass, brooms, and other 
invasive species. We’ll see seashore bluegrass, sand fescue, and bearberry plant 
associations among other native dunes species. The sand boundary was treated during 
late summer 2020 by cutting and wiping Scotch broom, spraying European beachgrass, 
and cutting small shorepines. Meet at South Eugene High School (19th and Patterson 
Street) at 8:00 am to carpool or at Dellenback Trail parking lot (just south of Eel Creek 
Campground, ~ eleven miles south of Highway 101 and Highway 38 junctions in 
Reedsport) at 10:30 am.

Cheahmill Chapter 
Enjoyment, Conservation, and Study 


Editor’s note: The Cheahmill Chapter of the NPSO was founded in 1998 and has a history 
of collaboration with local governments to develop and maintain native plant 
landscapes. Their work was featured in the June-July 2022 McMinnville Community 
Advantage Magazine with an article titled “Enjoyment, Conservation and Study,” by 


David Bates, Contributing Writer. Thanks to Michal Wert and Kareen Sturgeon from the 


Cheahmill Chapter for sharing the article with the Bulletin. The following is excerpted 


from the article: 


Like many organizations, the Cheahmill Chapter met virtually the last couple of years, 
but they expect to ease back into in-person meetings in the fall. Along with hosting 
speakers and educational workshops, the group has held an annual wildflower show and a 


native plant sale. 


But work parties outdoors continue, and there’s a lot to do! 


If you’ve ever visited or driven by the McMinnville Public Library on Adams Street, you 
can see the fruits of their labor. The Native Plant Garden that surrounds the Carnegie 
Building on Adams Street predates the NPSO chapter, but since 1999 the chapter has 


maintained the now eleven-bed garden.

It’s a beautiful showcase for plants that can easily be used in domestic landscaping in a 
variety of micro ecological niches, from full sun to complete shade. The gardens here 
include nearly eighty species, including Pacific yew, incense-cedar, wild ginger, ocean 


spray, and pink and white fawn lilies. 


A similarly ambitious project can be found on Lafayette Avenue at the Yamhill County 
Public Works Department. When the new facilities were built a few years ago, Cheahmill 
volunteers Michal Wert, Rob Tracey, Dave Hanson, and Jeanie Taylor worked with county 


staff on a plan for twelve garden beds around the new building and in the parking lot. 


In all, nearly 4,000 plants representing nearly seventy species were sourced from Oregon 
nurseries and planted on the property, which includes a large wet prairie garden that 


collects runoff from half the parking lot and a demonstration garden at the entrance. 


But volunteers also get out of town, working in parks that are tucked into the hills and 
woodlands. Deer Creek Park west of McMinnville, for example, is the crown jewel of local 
NPSO efforts.

Last month's mystery plant revealed: 


The July Mystery Plant is a much-loved "east-side" plant, but it was no mystery to our 
readers! Heather Wheeler, Henny Chambers, Frank Callahan, Nancy Betty Baumeister, 
Luan Pinson, Carolyn Wright, Susan Saul, John Unruh, Rebecca Hazen, Bruce Waugh, 
Heidi Dobson, Gerald D. Carr, Cathy Santry, Paul Block, Kathleen Sayce, and Phil Hays all 
identified it as Paeonia brownii, known commonly as Brown's peony. 


According to Flora of the Pacific Northwest, Second Edition, this perennial herb is found 
in sagebrush deserts to ponderosa pine forest. Its range is Washington, Oregon, 


California, Idaho, Wyoming, and Utah. NPSO members remembered it from Camp 
Sherman, Strawberry Mountains, Steens Mountain, near Hell's Canyon, and Central 
Oregon. Paul Block shared one of his photos of Brown's peony from Camp Sherman; it can 
be seen in this month's Photo Gallery.

Anecdotal Information on Growing 
Ceanothus Cuneatus in the Willamette Valley

For some years now, David Predeek has been volunteering at a native plant nursery 
operated by Friends of Buford Park and Mt. Pisgah, a few miles southeast of Eugene. The 
nursery grows dozens of native plants, but one species that they have found particularly 
difficult to grow is C. cuneatus. Some years they would get no germination, and other 
years the sprouting seeds would be dug up and devoured by squirrels and rabbits. This 
year (2022) they have 400 seedlings growing in the nursery. The information below, 
compiled by David Predeek, is based mostly on trial and error. The Santa Barbara Botanic 


Garden recommended treating seed with hot water. 


Seed collection: 

There is a very narrow window of opportunity for collecting C. cuneatus seeds in the wild 
in the Willamette Valley. Depending on weather, the collection period may lie between 
July 5 and July 20. Seed traps may be placed around the branches ahead of time if 
desired. After collection, spread the seed out to dry for a few days to give time for the 


seeds to separate from the chaff. Store in a cool but dry place. 


Sowing seeds: 

Treat seeds with heat before sowing. Place seeds in water at 170 degrees Fahrenheit and 
allow to cool slowly. Sow seeds in good, fertile soil in the fall: from September through 
November. Cover with one-fourth inch of soil but no peat moss. Place a screen over the 


soil to prevent churning and predation by rodents. 


Germination: 


In the spring, rodents can sense when the seeds are germinating and will dig them up. 
Seeds germinate in March and April. Keep the screen in place until the seedlings are an 


inch tall. 


Transplanting within the nursery: 
The seedlings rapidly develop a deep root system. It is best to transplant them when they 


are about a half inch tall to a deep container: 8 to 10 inches of soil. 


Transplant to the field: 
They can be transplanted into the field in winter at 10 to 20 inches tall. For one year, 
water plants weekly during the dry season. C. cuneatus grows best in full sunlight and 


well-drained soil. Do not mulch plants. -David Predeek

Hike the John Dellenback Trail and see what the Siuslaw National Forest is up to with 
dunes restoration. This area is a “preserve the best” unit, meaning it has an abundance 
of native dunes plants - adapted to open sand conditions reminiscent of historic dunes 
conditions before the planting and expansion of European beachgrass, brooms, and other 
invasive species.

The Berry Seed Bank and Plant Conservation Program at Portland State University is 
dedicated to the conservation and restoration of Oregon’s native plants. The seed bank 
includes a modern research facility with seed processing and storage capabilities, growth 
chambers for germination experiments, and greenhouse and nursery space for native 
plant production. The seed bank has been busy in 2022 monitoring rare plant 
populations, collecting and banking seed, and cultivating native plants. It also welcomed

Last month's mystery plant revealed: 


The August/September Mystery Plant was Odontostomum hartwegii, commonly known as 
Hartweg's doll's lily. It is in the family Tecophilaeaceae. According to the Oregon Flora 
website, in Oregon this species is found only in Jackson County although it also ranges 
south to California. Frank Callahan recalls that he first located the population fifty years 
ago adjacent to his property, on a rocky, barren ultra-mafic site with Pinus sabiniana and 
Pinus attenuata.

Oregon’s Rare, Threatened, and Endangered 
Species Part 1: The Law 


The following article is first in a series by Dave Garcia, NPSO Legislative Chair. 


In this series of articles, | will discuss the legal mandates and the work of conserving 


Oregon’s rare, threatened, and endangered species. First, the law. 


The Nation 

| hope you are as impressed as | am by the clarity of the intent of the 108th United States 
Congress as shown in the following text from Section 2 of the 1973 Endangered Species 
Act (ESA): 


“(a) FINDINGS—The Congress finds and declares that— 
(1) various species of fish, wildlife, and plants in the United States have been rendered 
extinct as a consequence of economic growth and development untempered by adequate 


concern and conservation; 


(2) other species of fish, wildlife, and plants have been so depleted in numbers that they 
are in danger of or threatened with extinction; 

(3) these species of fish, wildlife, and plants are of aesthetic, ecological, educational, 
historical, recreational, and scientific value to the Nation and its people; 

(4) the United States has pledged itself as a sovereign state in the international 
community to conserve to the extent practicable the various species of fish or wildlife 
and plants facing extinction, pursuant. . . to the Convention on International Trade in 
Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and Flora and other international agreements; and 

(5) encouraging the States and other interested parties, through Federal financial 
assistance and a system of incentives, to develop and maintain conservation programs 
which meet national and international standards is a key to meeting the Nation’s 
international commitments and to better safeguarding, for the benefit of all citizens, the 


Nation’s heritage in fish, wildlife, and plants. 


(b) PURPOSES.—The purposes of this Act are to provide a means whereby the ecosystems 
upon which endangered species and threatened species depend may be conserved, to 
provide a program for the conservation of such endangered species and threatened 
species, and to take such steps as may be appropriate to achieve the purposes of the 


treaties and conventions... 


(c) POLICY — 1) It is further declared to be the policy of Congress that all Federal 
departments and agencies shall seek to conserve endangered species and threatened 
species and shall utilize their authorities in furtherance of the purposes of this Act. 

(2) It is further declared to be the policy of Congress that Federal agencies shall 
cooperate with State and local agencies to resolve water resource issues in concert with 


conservation of endangered species.” 


(Other sections of the ESA specify the details of how the United States will identify and 


protect threatened and endangered species) 


In 1978, a lawsuit was filed alleging that the proposed construction of the Tellico Dam on 
the Little Tennesssee River would destroy critical habitat of an endangered snail darter 
fish. In its findings the United States Supreme Court affirmed the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals decision in granting an injunction to halt the proposed dam construction and to 


not allow exemptions to the ESA. 


In the majority opinion, Chief Justice Burger called the ESA “the most comprehensive 
legislation for the preservation of endangered species enacted by any nation.” The Court 
found that the plain intent of Congress in enacting the ESA "was to halt and reverse the 


trend toward species extinction, whatever the cost.” 


Congress, the Supreme Court, and President Richard M. Nixon (who signed the ESA) were 
crystal clear in this Nation’s commitment to conserve our wildlife and the habitats they 


depend upon for their survival. 


Oregon 
In 1969, Nevada enacted the first state ESA. (Forty-six States in the United States of 
America have an ESA or similar laws.) In 1987, the Oregon Legislative Assembly enacted 


the Oregon ESA which begins with the following statement: 


“Whereas the native fauna and flora of this state are an irreplaceable economic resource 
for the citizens of this state; and, whereas the loss of individual native species, as well 
as entire ecosystems diminishes the quality of life in this state for all its residents; and, 
whereas the native wildlife and plant species that are endangered or threatened become 
so because of destruction, modification, or severe curtailment of their habitat or 
because of exploitation for commercial, scientific, educational, or private uses; and, 
whereas it is desirable to protect and conserve these threatened or endangered species; 
now, therefore, BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF OREGON ... “ [The 
full text of the Oregon ESA can be found in ORS.496.171 to 496.192, 498.026 and 564.100 
to 564.135]. 


As with the Federal ESA, the imperative to conserve native fauna and flora in Oregon’s 
ESA is perfectly clear. The goal is similar to the federal goal: conservation of threatened 
or endangered species through “the use of methods and procedures necessary to bring a 
species to the point at which [protective] measures are no longer necessary.” By 
definition, an endangered species is one determined to be in danger of extinction 
throughout any significant portion of its range within the state. Threatened species are 
those that could become endangered within the foreseeable future within all or a 


significant part of its range within the state. 


Species protection under the Oregon ESA is limited to state-owned land, state-leased 
land, and land over which the state has a recorded easement. Owners of any commercial 
forest land or other private land are not required to take action to protect a threatened 
or endangered species or have imposed additional requirements or restrictions on the use 
of their land. Transactions in state-listed threatened and endangered species 
(importation, exportation, transportation, purchase or sale) are prohibited under the 
Oregon ESA.

Oregon’s threatened and endangered species lists include all native species listed under 
the federal ESA as of May 15, 1987, plus any additional native species determined by the 
appropriate state agency (or commission) to be threatened or endangered. The State of 
Oregon and the federal government maintain separate lists of threatened and 
endangered species. Under the Federal ESA, approximately 2,344 species worldwide have 
been listed as threatened or endangered; 1,661 occur in the United States. Oregon is 
home to fifty-seven species considered threatened or endangered under the federal ESA - 
thirty-eight animal and nineteen plant species. Thirty animal species and sixty plant 


species are listed as threatened or endangered under Oregon’s ESA.

An Introduction and Update from the Oregon 
Department of Agriculture’s Native Plant 


Conservation Program 


In late 1987, the Oregon Legislature passed Oregon Senate Bill 533, commonly referred 
to as the "Oregon Endangered Species Act.” Due in large part to the lobbying efforts of 
NPSO members Esther McEvoy and Julie Kierstead, $B533 created what was then called 
the Plant Conservation Biology Program at the Oregon Department of Agriculture. The 
first employee was Dr. Robert Meinke, who would lead the program until his retirement 
in 2018. The second in a long line of dedicated botanists to grace the program was Dr. 
Tom Kaye, who would go on to co-found the Institute for Applied Ecology, where he 


remains the executive director and senior ecologist. 


Oregon law provides the Oregon Department of Agriculture with the authority to list 
native plant species as endangered or threatened, regulate activities that can impact 
threatened or endangered species on public lands, and advise on conservation efforts for 
listed species. The ability of the Oregon Department of Agriculture to uphold and fulfill 
these important responsibilities depends on the availability of state funding, which 


hasn’t always been provided. 


The Native Plant Conservation Program, as it is now known, has struggled with limited 
funding for most its existence. Historically, the state has covered salary for a single 
botanist, office-related overhead, and indirect costs. As a result, the program has 
secured additional funding through federal and private grants to fund research, field 
work, and staffing increases. This approach has allowed us to build a strong research 
program with a statewide network of stakeholders, a reputation for conducting first-rate 
conservation and propagation research, and many successful conservation introductions. 
At times, the dependence on federal grant funding and subsequent focus on federally 
listed plants has been perceived as being at the expense of addressing other underserved 


rare plants. 


Following Bob Meinke’s retirement, program leadership was transferred to Jordan Brown, 


who has been with the program since 2010. 


In 2021, lobbying efforts by NPSO members on behalf of our program secured the first 
substantive increase in state funding in decades, finally allowing for additional staff to 
join the program. The Oregon Department of Agriculture’s Native Plant Conservation 
Program now consists of four full-time personnel - Jordan Brown, Dani Marshall, Isaac 


Sandlin, and Paul Dunnette. 


Going forward, the state funding will allow our program to increase and enhance our 
work on state and local plant conservation issues, with our first priority being an update 
to the state’s list of threatened and endangered plants. In future editions of the Bulletin, 
NPSO members can expect regular updates from our office, as well as reports from our 


field research.

Highlights from the 2022 field season include: 


-Four weeks of monitoring the status of Gentner’s fritillary (Fritillaria gentneri; federally 
endangered, state endangered) transplants in Josephine and Jackson counties. This 
iconic native plant is beloved by locals and is under threat due to development and 
climate change. Since 2004, our program has transplanted over 120,000 F. gentneri 
propagules in southern Oregon, contributing to our goal to recover and delist this 


imperiled species. 


-Two weeks of monitoring and mapping Macfarlane’s four-o’clock (Mirabilis macfarlanei; 
federally threatened, state endangered) on the Imnaha and Snake rivers in northeast 
Oregon with our partners the U.S. Forest Service. Data collected on this trip will help 
inform the current status of the species, guide future recovery planning, and feed into a 
series of habitat management plans that will help secure the future of existing 


populations and the desired outcome, the delisting of the species. 


-Ongoing research exploring best practices for propagating smooth blazingstar (Mentzelia 
mollis; federal species of concern, state endangered) and Owyhee clover (Trifolium 
owyheense; federal species of concern, state endangered), two rare edaphic plants 
native to Malheur County in far eastern Oregon. Results from this research will help 
stakeholders and managers augment existing populations, to help sustain them in the 


wild, which will recover these two species. 


-Three weeks of monitoring Applegate’s milkvetch (Astragalus applegatei; federally 
endangered, state endangered) in Klamath Falls, OR, which is among the rarest plant 
species in the state of Oregon. Monitoring focused on the most significant and legally 
protected population on public land, along with several other protected sites. In future 
years, we plan to work with local and regional partners on population expansion and 


refining best management practices. 


-Sporadic collection of additional threatened and endangered plant seeds throughout the 
State including rough popcorn flower (Plagiobothrys hirtus), Lawrence’s milkvetch 
(Astragalus collinus var. laurentii), and Peck’s milkvetch (Astragalus peckii). The seeds 
we collect will be used to augment existing populations and perform seed and seedling 
related research; additionally, some will go to regional and national seed banks as a 


backstop protection from extinction. 


-In July 2022, following the conclusion of most field work, we began focusing on 
reviewing and updating the state’s list of threatened and endangered plant species. The 
first list changes are expected in early 2023 following an opportunity for public 
comment. - Isaac Sandlin, Conservation Biologist, Oregon Department of Agriculture -

Remembering Rhoda M. Love (1932-2022)

One doesn’t have to look far to see the impact Dr. Rhoda Love had on individuals, the 
environment, science, and our society. Remembering her many contributions can help 


allay the great loss felt upon learning of her death on 14 October 2022 at the age of 90. 


Rhoda was born (16 August 1932) and raised in Seattle, Washington. She enrolled in the 
University of Washington in 1950 with the intent to study English. However, a botany 
class taught by C. Leo Hitchcock, followed by a summer-long field course with Hitchcock 
and Arthur Kruckeberg exploring the western U.S., focused Rhoda’s lifelong interest in 


the natural world into the start of her long and productive career. 


The summer after her freshman year, Rhoda worked in housekeeping at Paradise Inn at 
Mt. Rainier National Park; there she met Glen Love, a fellow UW undergraduate majoring 
in English. Romance ensued, and the couple completed their studies in Seattle prior to 
marrying in 1956. 


Rhoda earned a Bachelor of Science degree in 1955; she also took education classes and 
received a teaching certificate. Rhoda and Glen took turns supporting one another by 
teaching in public secondary schools while the other took graduate classes—she in botany 
and biology, and he in English. Rhoda received her master’s degree in botany in 1959. She 


earned her Ph.D. in botany from the University of Oregon in 1980. 


The couple moved to California in 1963 and worked for two years teaching classes at San 
Diego State College. When Glen accepted an assistant professorship in the English 
department of the University of Oregon in 1965, they happily returned to the Pacific 
Northwest they loved and were again near their San Juan Island (Washington) waterfront 
property.

Eugene was where the Love family put down roots: the children Stan and Jenny grew up 
there, and Glen was a distinguished scholar in the University of Oregon Department of 
English. Rhoda not only put down roots; she grew sturdy branches which flourished, bore 
fruit, and reseeded into our botanical community. Her many contributions include 
teaching botany at Lane Community College (LCC), helping establish Mount Pisgah 
Arboretum, serving in many leadership roles within the Arboretum and the Native Plant 
Society of Oregon, working on agency committees for habitat and plant conservation, 
coauthoring the pivotal anthology Ecological Crisis: Readings for Survival (1970), helping 
in the foundation and growth of the Oregon Flora Project (now OregonFlora), and 


authoring biographies of early Pacific Northwest botanists. 


Rhoda's expertise, her commitment to environmental education, and her love of 
community made her deep involvement with the NPSO a natural fit. She joined NPSO in 
1973, recognizing that the society’s mission mirrored her own values. Author of many 
NPSO Bulletin and Kalmiopsis articles, tireless volunteer for Board service (including 
State President in 1982, State Conservation co-chair, and two decades of leadership), and 
a co-leader with Esther McEvoy and Julie Kierstead in securing passage of the Oregon 
Endangered Species Act, Rhoda provided NPSO members with an enthusiastic and 
inspiring role model. She knew that involvement in an organization open to all would be 
the best way to share awareness of and support for natural areas in a region dear to her 
heart. Current NPSO president Dan Luoma reflected on Rhoda’s impact as he described 
what he calls “Rhoda’s Grove,” a rocky outcrop within old growth forest in the Umpqua 
National Forest that is home to a population of the rare plant Kalmiopsis fragrans. Rhoda 
led the effort to protect this treasure from clear cutting; the site is a favorite NPSO field 
trip destination. In 2001, NPSO awarded the society’s highest honor—NPSO Fellow—to 


Rhoda and her close friends and field companions, Charlene Simpson and Veva Stansell. 


Rhoda wove her deep commitment to NPSO and its mission into three endeavors that 
contribute to her legacy: her teaching career at LCC, her involvement with Mount Pisgah 


Arboretum, and her support of the Oregon Flora Project.

During her twenty years at LCC between 1966 and 1997, she instructed hundreds of 
students in the beauty and value of native plants and their habitats, introducing students 
to NPSO’s community of “plant enthusiasts,” and ushering a new generation into 
conservation and careers in botany. Rhoda’s botanical forays across Oregon with her 
students resulted in collections for the LCC Herbarium (LCEU) and significant botanical 
observations. In 2004 Rhoda and her colleague Freeman Rowe were honored with the 
dedication of the newly remodeled LCC herbarium space as the Rowe-Love Herbarium. 
Equally important in the remodel was the creation of the R.M. Love Cold Room, vital to 
all plant science classes for long-term storage of fresh study specimens. The 
establishment of the Cold Room reduced instructors’ need for continuous collecting, 


which Rhoda cheerfully referred to as her gathering of “woody and weedy” species.

In 1977 Rhoda began her long association with the Mount Pisgah Arboretum (MPA), where, 
as an administrator and Board member, she integrated Arboretum events with NPSO and 
LCC activities and field trips. She wrote the first MPA Guidebook: A Natural History of the 
Southern Willamette Valley. Like all Rhoda’s written endeavors, it was comprehensive, 
informative, well-illustrated, and delightful to read. She was a co-founder of the annual 
MPA fundraiser Wildflower Festival, using it as a teaching tool for LCC botany students 
and an outreach event for both the NPSO and the Oregon Flora Project. She was also the 


festival poster artist for seven years.

With the news in 1994 that that a new Flora of Oregon was being initiated, Rhoda 
jumped at the opportunity to become involved. She became a Checklist Project Leader, 
served as Editor of the Oregon Flora Newsletter for 18 years, authored the Checklist 
treatments of 24 genera including the pome-fruited Rose family members Crataegus, 
Malus, Pyrus, Amelanchier, Sorbus, and Peraphyllum, and assisted with the development 
of OregonFlora’s three-volume reference Flora of Oregon. She was a strong advocate for 
the Project, helping create a lasting connection with NPSO that engaged volunteers and 


encouraged financial support for the mutual benefit of both organizations’ missions. 


No task was too small or too big for Rhoda, from monthly mailing parties for the NPSO 
Bulletin to crafting a state Endangered Species Act. Throughout her life, she dug deep 
and gifted us with a legacy of preserved habitats, strong foundations for conservation- 
and biodiversity-minded organizations, and extensive writings about the natural history 
of our region. Through her generous living, Rhoda has indeed given us, as her signature 


sign-off stated, “Flowers Forever.”

Rhoda is survived by her son Stanley Love, daughter Jennifer Love, daughter-in-law Jancy 
McPhee, Jennifer’s partner Bryan Haynes, and two grandchildren, Gavin Love and Alex 
Love. Rhoda’s husband of 66 years, Glen Love, preceded her in death on May 8, 2022. 
There will be a celebration of Rhoda’s life on Saturday, April 15, 2023, from 1 to 3 p.m. 
at the White Oak Pavilion at the Mt. Pisgah Arboretum.

Oregon’s Rare, Threatened, and Endangered 
Species Part 2: The Work of the Federal 
Agencies 


The following article is second in a series by Dave Garcia, NPSO Legislative Chair. 


Our 1973 Endangered Species Act (ESA) is administered by two federal agencies, the 
United States Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) and the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration (NOAA). Both agencies work with experts in the scientific 
community to identify species on the verge of extinction and to develop recovery plans 
for those species and their habitats so they can be removed from federal 

protection. NOAA Fisheries is responsible for threatened and endangered (T&E) marine 
and anadromous species. USFWS is responsible for all other T&E plant and animal 


species. 


NOAA's Office of Protected Resources is responsible for the conservation, protection, and 


recovery of more than 150 T&E marine species under the ESA. That work includes: 


e Listing species under the ESA 

e Monitoring species status 

e Designating Critical Habitat 

e Recovery of endangered and threatened species 

e Developing ESA policies, guidance, and regulations 


e Working with partners to conserve and recover species 


NOAA is also responsible for the conservation, management, and protection of whales, 


dolphins, porpoises, seals, and sea lions under the Marine Mammal Protection Act. 


A plant or animal species can receive protections provided by the ESA if it is on the 
federal lists of T&E wildlife and plants. The List of Endangered and Threatened 
Wildlife and the List of Endangered and Threatened Plants contain the names of 1,665 


species that either USFWS or NOAA have been found to be in the greatest need of federal 


protection. 


When evaluating whether a species is endangered or threatened, the USFWS considers 


the following five factors: 


1. damage to, or destruction of, a species’ habitat; 

2. overutilization of the species for commercial, recreational, scientific, or 
educational purposes; 

3. disease or predation; 

4. inadequacy of existing protection; and 

5. other natural or manmade factors that affect the continued existence of the 


species. 


When one or more of these factors imperils the survival of a species, the USFWS takes 
action to list the species as endangered or threatened to ensure the appropriate 
protective measures apply. Using these factors, the USFWS also assesses species already 
listed to determine whether they should be reclassified from threatened to endangered 
and whether threats have been reduced or eliminated to the point the species should be 


reclassified from endangered to threatened or removed from the list.

Critical Habitat 

When a domestic species is proposed for listing as endangered or threatened, the USFWS 
identifies specific areas, known as critical habitat, within the United States that contain 
the physical or biological features essential to its conservation. The ESA requires the 


designation of critical habitat when it is both “prudent and determinable,” (terms that 


are defined in the ESA). 


Foreign Species 
Like the domestic listing side of the program, foreign species classification involves 
determining the status of foreign species and whether they should be added to the 


federal list of T&E wildlife and plants to receive protections provided by the ESA. 


By regulating the activities of American citizens and residents with regard to foreign 
listed species, the ESA helps to ensure that people under the jurisdiction of the United 
States do not contribute to the further decline of these species. Without permits 
consistent with the conservation goals of the ESA, activities such as the import or export 


of endangered or threatened species are unlawful. 


Listing a Species 

While the USFWS typically initiates listing proposals, any member of the public may start 
the listing process with a petition. Petitions are formal requests to list a species as 
endangered or threatened under the ESA. Any interested person may submit a written 
petition either electronically or by mail. The ESA requires that the USFWS make and 


publish specific findings on the petition. 


The agency must make a finding within 90 days of receiving a petition (to the extent 
practicable) as to whether or not there is “substantial information” indicating that the 
petitioned listing may be warranted. If this preliminary finding is positive, a status 
review is conducted. Within one year of receipt of the petition, the USFWS must make a 
further finding that the listing either is or is not warranted. A positive one-year finding 
can be incorporated into a proposed listing rule, or if a prompt proposal is precluded by 
other listing activities, the proposal may be deferred. These “warranted but precluded" 
determinations require subsequent one-year determinations in each successive year until 


either a proposed listing rule is published or a “not warranted” finding is made. 


As a government agency, USFWS has procedures to create rules and regulations. Every 
proposed rule goes through a process of drafting, comment, and review before it 
becomes final. The Federal Register is where a species is officially identified as 


threatened or endangered and thus must be protected as mandated by the ESA. 


Federal agency consultations on activities that may affect T&E species or their habitats 
are required under Section 7 of the ESA. Interagency consultations are designed to assist 
federal agencies in fulfilling their duty to ensure that federal actions (e.g., projects or 
activities) do not jeopardize the continued existence of a species or adversely impact 


important habitat. 


The ESA is very clear “that all Federal departments and agencies shall seek to conserve 
endangered species and threatened species and shall utilize their authorities in 


furtherance of the purposes of this Act.” For example, our two largest public land 


management agencies, the U.S. Forest Service and Bureau of Land Management, have 
developed a network of wildlife biologists and programs dedicated to the mission of 
preserving T&E species and their essential habitat. On the ground, that means that 
agency biologists and private contractors should be doing as much field work as possible 
to gather data on sensitive species, monitoring known populations, and assessing the 
health of critical habitat of T&E species. 


The ESA is a powerful and effective tool for conserving species and their habitats. Less 
than 1 percent of the species listed under the ESA have gone extinct. Others have 
recovered to the point where they no longer need protections under the ESA. - Dave 
Garcia, NPSO Legislative Chair 


Oregon Department of Agriculture Native 
Plant Conservation Program State List 
Review/Update

In conjunction with two recent articles from the November 2022 issue of the NPSO 


Bulletin (Volume 55, No.9) regarding Oregon’s Rare, Threatened, and Endangered 


Species: “Oregon’s Rare, Threatened, and Endangered Species Part 1: The Law” by Dave 
Garcia, NPSO Legislative Chair and “An Introduction and Update from the Oregon 
Department of Agriculture’s (ODA) Native Plant Conservation Program” by Isaac Sandlin, 
ODA Native Plant Conservation Program Conservation Biologist, | am happy to give an 


update on the status of the State List Review by ODA. 


As many of you may know, NPSO lobbying efforts in 2021 helped secure a substantial 
increase in state funding of the Native Plant Conservation Program so that it may fulfill 
its statutory obligations. More specifically, NPSO’s push for this additional funding 
originated with requests to ODA to update the state’s T&E plant species list. 


After the passage of Oregon Senate Bill 533 (commonly referred to as the "Oregon 
Endangered Species Act") in 1987, the ODA Native Plant Conservation Program began 
work on reviewing species for listing as well as developing the Oregon Administrative 
Rules associated with the program. By 1989, the first nineteen plant species were listed 
as threatened or endangered under state law (including federally listed species). By 
1995, the number of state-listed plant species was sixty-one. Since then, a few species 
have been federally delisted, some species were found to be secure, and some had 
taxonomic changes. However, ODA has not had the opportunity or funding to complete a 


full State List Review. 


At this time, there are fifty-nine state-listed threatened or endangered plant species 
that are administratively protected in the State of Oregon which also includes fifteen 
federally listed plant species known to occur in Oregon. Oregon also has seventy-seven 
candidate species which are species that have potential of qualifying as threatened or 
endangered after additional study and evaluation. ODA’s criteria for listing a species as 
endangered or threatened include: 


e The name and description of the species have been validly published or accepted 
for publication. 
e The species is native; and one of the following: 
o For listing as endangered, the species is in danger of extinction throughout 
all or any significant portion of its geographic range. 
o For listing as threatened, the species is likely to become an endangered 
species within the foreseeable future throughout all or any significant 


portion of its geographic range. 


Specific considerations involving the geographic range that must be taken into account 
include: 


e The total geographic area known to be inhabited by the species (including outside 
of Oregon), and the portion therein in which the species is in danger of becoming 
extinct within the foreseeable future; and 

e The nature of the species’ habitat, including any unique or distinctive 
characteristics that might promote, maintain, or reduce the probability of threats 
or endangerment. 


Additionally, ODA must determine that the natural reproductive potential of the species 
is in danger of imminent or continual failure due to limited population numbers, disease, 
predation, or other natural or human-induced factors affecting its existence and that one 
or more of the following factors exists: 


e That most populations of the species are undergoing imminent or active 
deterioration of geographic range or habitat; 

e That over-utilization of the species or its habitat for commercial, recreational, 
scientific, educational, or other purposes is occurring or is likely to occur; or 

e That existing state or federal programs or regulations are inadequate to protect 
the species or its habitat. 


Any person (or entity) may petition to list, reclassify, or delist any Oregon native plant. 
ODA’s website outlines the petitioning process in detail as does ORS 564.100 and OAR 
603-073-0040. While the full background review/species profiling process will not be 


detailed here, a future article for the NPSO Bulletin may cover this process in more 
detail. 


As of October 2022, Native Plant Conservation Program staff are in some stage of review 


for approximately ten species that are in consideration for being added to the state list. 


These include Lemmon’s milkvetch (Astragalus lemmonii), Stansell’s fleabane (Erigeron 
stanselliae), Ochoco lomatium (Lomatium ochocense), barren valley collomia (Collomia 


renacta), Hitchcock’s blue-eyed grass (Sisyrinchium hitchcockii), narrow-leaved 


monardella (Monardella angustifolia), Willamette navarretia (Navarretia 


willamettensis), white meconella (Meconella oregana), seaside gilia (Gilia millefoliata),

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Most of the species listed above are in or have completed some level of “partner review 
at this time. That is the informal process of having other agencies, experts, and/or those 
very familiar with the species to review the species profiles and proposed listing status 
and identify any red flags, errors, and/or omissions and assure ODA’s data interpretation 
is accurate. The next step is for ODA to appoint a Technical Advisory Committee (TAC) to 
formally review each of the species in consideration. The TAC is comprised of at least 
one ODA botanist and four additional scientists. In addition to consultation with the TAC, 
ODA shall consult with affected federal, state, and local agencies; other interested 
agencies; the Natural Heritage Advisory Council to the State Land Board; representatives 
of other states having common interest in the species; affected federally-recognized 
Tribal representatives; and any other interested persons with expertise on species in 
consideration. The TAC and other entities consulted shall review the petition(s) for listing 
and determine whether said petition(s) present sufficient scientific evidence to justify 


proceeding with listing the species. 


For those species that are deemed justified for listing as threatened or endangered, ODA 
will draft the proposed amended rule (OAR 603-073-0070) and begin proceeding through 
the rule making process. Briefly, the rule making process includes notifying the public, 
legislators, affected agencies, etc. of the proposed amended rule, opening and closing of 
the public comment period, consideration of public comments and revision of the 


amended rule as necessary, submission of the permanent rule to the Oregon State 


Archives, and providing a rule report to the Oregon Legislature. 


ODA anticipates completing partner review, TAC review, and drafting of the amended rule 
sometime this winter (2022/2023) with notification of the public to occur as early as 
January or February 2023. Given this timeline, the state list update could be completed 


by as early as Spring 2023.

Moving forward, ODA sees the state list review/update as a rolling process to be 
incorporated into the annual cycle of planning for and conducting field work. Species 
review will be ongoing rather than completed all at once, which is simply too large of a 
task given all of their other obligations and duties. An anticipated schedule would have 
initial species review, requests for data (from other entities, agencies, etc.), and 
planning for field work to occur in Winter/Spring. The bulk of field work would be 
conducted in Spring/Summer with report writing and finalization of species review to 
occur in Summer/Fall. The proposed rule amendment process would then occur in 
Fall/Winter.

The end of this year marks the twenty-eighth year of the OregonFlora program. 
Reflecting on the changes that have happened and the accomplishments we have made 
gives us reasons to celebrate. Begun in 1994 by the late Scott Sundberg as an initiative to 


write a new flora for the state, the Oregon Flora 
Project (as we were then named) formed critical 
connections with the Oregon State University 
Herbarium—the specimen collection with tangible 
documentation of plant occurrences—and the NPSO— 
the statewide organization whose mission closely 
aligns with that of the Oregon Flora Project. And, 
you can say, the rest is history!

Developing a new, up-to-date flora meets many 
pressing needs: the knowledge gaps faced by our 
federal and state agencies, who are charged with a s A 
land management; updated taxonomy and the F L O R A 
expansion of the relevance of herbarium collections sie 
for the world’s largest collection of Oregon 

specimens; and the collaborative involvement of citizen scientists to help contribute to 
an accessible and authoritative resource. 


Creation of the Oregon Flora Project also opened opportunities for collaborations, 
leading to development of our resources in ways that Scott likely had not foreseen: 
general interest chapters in each volume of the Flora, native plant gardening support, 
sustainable agriculture research, and a leading-edge website providing accurate, 
beautiful information at no cost to the public. 


OregonFlora has many things we want to accomplish in our twenty-ninth year, and we 
need your support to make them happen! Did you know that our program does not 
receive any regular operating budget from the Herbarium, the University, Extension, the 
State of Oregon, nor federal agencies? All of our operating expenses come from grants 
and donations. 


Your generous support will help us provide valuable resources we want to share with 
you: the publication of the final volume of the Flora of Oregon, a new Rare Plant Guide 
for our website, and commercial availability of native garden plants, to name a few.

Holiday trees such as conifers and oaks appear to be independent individuals. Trees and 
fungi are completely different organisms in terms of reproductive and vegetative 
structure, yet they often live together symbiotically. We’ll examine the consequences of 
their interactions. Is a tree really a single organism? Feasting begins at 6:00 pm, program 
around 7:00 pm.

Zoom Program: Pollination and Pollinators of Willamette Daisy and Western Oregon 
Prairies 


Dr. Tom Kaye from the Institute for Applied Ecology will discuss recent discoveries about 
the pollination biology of Willamette daisy (Erigeron decumbens), an endangered plant 
endemic to western Oregon, and some of the surprising results from pollinator 
observations in local prairies from 2019-2022. 


Tom Kaye is Executive Director and Senior Ecologist at the Institute for Applied Ecology, a 
nonprofit organization with a mission to conserve native habitats and species through 
research, restoration, and education, and courtesy Associate Professor in the Department 
of Botany and Plant Pathology at Oregon State University. Tom conducts research on rare 
species reintroductions, pollination biology, habitat restoration, plant invasions, and 
plant population responses to climate change, and engages prison inmates in 
conservation through the Sagebrush in Prisons Project. Sourcing native plants for 
restoration is a key area of interest, research, and publication for Dr. Kaye. For more 
information and to register for this Zoom presentation, email John Savage at 
wvnpso@gmail.com.

Zoom Program: Greenbelt Land Trust: Prairie and oak conservation, restoration, and 
partnerships. 


The Corvallis-based Greenbelt Land Trust is one of the premier land trusts in Oregon. 
Carolyn Menke, Stewardship Manager at the Greenbelt Land Trust, will discuss the land 
trust’s history, properties, and current prairie and oak restoration projects. 


Carolyn came to Oregon from northern California in 2000. She went to graduate school at 
Oregon State University - focusing on rare plants, fire ecology, and invasive species. 
Carolyn taught at Western Oregon University and worked at the Institute for Applied 
Ecology as an ecologist, conservation planner, and deputy director. Carolyn joined the 
Greenbelt Land Trust in 2021. Her work at Greenbelt has focused on native species and 
habitat conservation, particularly in prairie and oak habitats. Her projects have included 
rare plant-focused research, long-term monitoring for Fender’s blue butterfly, and 
regional multi-species conservation and recovery planning in the Willamette Valley and 
Thurston County, Washington.
